The architect's drawing of the 
Church and Parish House as it will ap- 
pear _-w.heu._~. cample ted is reproduced 
above. The present seating capacity 
of the Church will be practically 
doubled by the enlargement, including 
seating facilities for the choir. 

The need for the Parish House lias 
long been apparent. The Church must 
have an adequate building for its social 



life and for its working organizations, 
and its choir, with the supplementary* 
boy choir which is now being trained, 
must have suitable accommodation. The 
plans for the Parish House provide for 
an Assembly "Room, 20 by 4S feet, and 
a Sector's Koom on the main floor fat 
the same level as the Church) and a" 
Choir Rolling Room. Kitchen. Storage 
and Toilet Rooms on the ground floor. 
•All Saints Church, although located 
just the other side of the Borough Line, 
is the home Church for Episcopalians 
residing in Narberth, and Ave look for- 
ward with pleasure to this beautiful 
addition to oar communitv.

Narberth Business 
Section Swept by 
Big Conflagation 

ACCORDING TO PHILADELPHIA 
PAPERS 



Many Narberthites were surprised in 
read in the Philadelphia papers Monday 
morning an account of a sensational 
lire right in our midst Sunday noan. 

Not the least surprised were many 
of the "victims" who were said to 
have been rescued. 

A pile of rubbish and some stock 
in the basement of the Shoe Store lo- 
cated in the Arcade, c:. light lire la^t 
Sunday and threw up quite a smudge 
til] the firemen went around and put it 
out. 

On the front page of the city papers 
the next morning, however, big head- 
lines like this caught the eve: "12 
PERSONS SAVKD. S F1KEMKX HCKT 
JiN XARBKRTH PIKE." In one paper 
wo read that "suffocating Haines pene- 
trated to every quarter of the four story 
building," that twelve persons had io 
lit' carried to the street, and that #4.0(11) 
worth of damage was done One family 
which was "rescued" has not been 
living in the Arcade Apartments for 
same time. 

Actually very little damage occurred 
and no lives were endangered, the 
thrilling rescues being entirely imagin- 
ary. What the Philadelphia papers 
printed, however, is what the lire pro- 
bably would have been if our Fire 
Company had not been on the job. ]t 
is a satisfaction that because of rheir 
efforts our experience with bad ibvs 
is limited to imaginary accounts in the 
newspapers.

EXTERMINATION OP MOSQUITO. 



An organized campaign against the 
fly menace is now well under way. 
AVith the various towns and organiza- 
tions co-operating the Main Line should 
be virtually free of the pest this sum- 
mer. 

Another nuisance which should re- 
ceive the attention of everyone is the 
mosquito. The open winter, and the 
very small amount of freezing weather, 
failed to kill the hibernating mosqui- 
toes, and unless preventive steps are 
taken at once, we may find our porches 
extremely uncomfortable this summer. 

Mr. C. Lincoln Furbush, Director of 
the Philadelphia Department of Public 
Health, has sounded a warning, and in 
an article in the "Public Ledger " 
points out the various ways of com- 
bating the nuisance at its source. 

"The whole matter of eliminating 
the mosquito is to prevent its develop- 
ment, " Mr. Furbush says. The princi- 
pal breeding places, in addition to 
swamps n nd stagnant water, are the 
rain barrels, cans, bottles and rubbish 
which may hold sufficient water to at- 
tract the mosquito. 

Careful attention to these spots in 
our coining Clean-up Week will do 
much towards assuring comfort this 
summer.

DOG QUARANTINE AFFECTING 

NARBERTH— ORDERED BY 

STATE DEPARTMENT OF 

AGRICULTURE— BUREAU 

OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY 



It is ordered that a strict ipiaran- 
tine be maintained on all dogs located 
or found within limits nf this territory 
for a period of 75 days dating from 
April 1st. 

It is furtlu i- ordered that each and 
every dog within these limits shall be 
securely conlined nnd restricted on the 
premises of owner or keeper at all 
times, except when being led under 
proper restraint and except wnen muz- 
zled with a well-iitting muzzle that will 
effectually prevent biting. 

Any dnjr found running at large in 
violation of the foregoing quarantine 
may be killed ami the owner or keeper 
of such dog shall be liable to prosecu- 
tion. 

Note: This quarantine has been or- 
dered to prevent the spread of hydro- 
phobia or rallies which has appeared 
in several places in this district. 



SAVE BILLS AND SALES SLIPS 



It is wort!) while to asquire a habit of 
saving all bills mid sales slips — this 
particularly applies to any article you 
may have purchased to send by iiiMircd 
parcel pest. 

The following U quoted from the 
regulation governing applications for 
indemnity for lost or damaged insured 
parcel post. "In every case an effort 
must be made to obtain a hill or Signed 
statement from the person who sold the 
art deles to the owner, showing their 
vpIucs and date of sale. 

"When tliu cannot be obtained, claim- 
ant must state name and address of the 
one from whom purchased and date of 
purchase. M 

It is often difficult to secure a dupli- 
cate bill or statement after some weeks 
or months or even to recall where and 
when an article was purchased — there- 
importance of securing and 
such papers in Hie.

The Columbia Railroad, which was 
the predecessor of the Pennsylvania, 
was the first railroad of any size to be 
built in Penm-y] vnniu. Here and there 
about Narberth, in vacant lots mostly, 
can be found remains of the roadbed 
with the stone ties still in their ori- 
ginal positions. Feeling that it minht 
be of interest to both new and old 
resident s, we have derided to write a 
brief history of Nnrherth's first rail- 
road, which will appear in this column 
from time to time. 



OLD TRANSPORTATION ROUTES 



Previous to 1S25 the only means of 
transportation available 'between the 
Altantic seaports ami the West was by 
stage coach over the turnpikes. Until 
that time Philadelphia was tin 1 foremost 
commercial city in the United States. 
In that year, however, the Krie Canal 
was completed through the northern 
part of New York, connecting the Great 
Lakes with the Hudson Hiver. thus 
providing an all water route to the 
West and giving New York City a 
commercial advantage which has never 
since been surpassed. The advantage 
gained by New York caused the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature to consider some 
similar means of communication "be- 
tween Philadelphia and Pittsburgh with 
a view to regaining the lost Western 
trade. 

Pennsylvania was in fact the fore- 
runner of New York in the matter of 
canal improvements, for on September 
*2\K 171)1. a company was incorporated 
to connect the Susquehanna and 
Schuylkill Rivers 'by a canal and slack- 
water navigation; and thus accomplish 
the first link in the great chain by 
which it was intended eventually to 
connect Krio, Pittsburgh and Philadel- 
phia. 

Another company was incorporated 
Apiil 10, 1 "!»:>, to effect a junction of 
the Delaware River with the Schuylkill 
River by a canal extending from Norris- 
town to Philadelphia, a distance of 
17 miles. By an act of assembly, April 
2. 1S11, these two .bodies (which were 
chiefly composed of the same indivi- 
duals) were reorganized and united into 
one company 'by the name of the Union 
Canal Company <jf Pennsylvania. 

The Union Canal running nearly par- 
allel to the Tulpehockon and Swartara 
Creeks from Middlotown on the Susque- 
hanna to a point on the Schuylkill, a 
short distance -below Reading, was 7S 
miles in length.

CONSTITUTION OF THE 

NARBERTH CIVIC 

ASSOCIATION. 



ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. Name. The name of this 
organization shall be The Narberth 
Civic Association. 

AKTICLE II. 

Section 1. Object. The object of this 
association shall be to improve and 
beaut if v the Borough riiitl vicinity; to 
assist and to co-operate with the author- 
ities in enforcing laws and ordinances; 
to promote any project having for its 
purpose the betterment of the commun- 
ity as a whole; .to provide a means of 
acquiring and disseminating informa- 
tion on any subject of general inter- 
est; to form such subsidiary bodies un- 
der its direction as may be needed to 
carry on its work; and to foster and 
maintain a fraternal spirit among the 
people of our community. 
AKTICLK III. 

Section 1. Membership. All persons 
residing in the Ho rough of Xarberth are 
eligible to membership in this associa- 
tion on payment of such dues and fees 
as are herein set forth, and are entitled 
to attend meetings of the association 
and to avail themselves of its benefits. 
Applications for membership in this as- 
sociation from persons not residing in 
the Horough of Xarberth shall be sub- 
mitted to the Hoard of Directors, as 
hereinafter constituted, for approval, 
and on such approval such applicants 
shall he admitted to such classes of 
membership in this association as they 
may elect, subject to the same dues and 
foes as are imposed rpon resident mem- 
bers; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as 
depriving any present member of the 
association in good standing of his oi- 
lier membership therein. 

Section -. (Masses of Membership. 
Membership in this association shall 
consist of voting members, contributing 
members, sustaining members and hon- 
orary members; provided, however, that 
honorary membership shall be limited to 



persons who have held other classes of 
membership in the association and who 
shall have removed from the Borough 
of Xarberth. 

Section ?>. Voting Privilege. All 
paying members of this association 
shall be privileged to vote. 
AHTICLE IV. 

Section 1. Dues. The annual dues 
of voting members shall be one dollar 
($1.00); 'of contributing members, two 
dollars ($2.00); of sustaining members, 
five dollars ($5.00) or more; payable at 
the time application is received, and 
annually thereafter at the time of the 
annual meeting. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. Officers, The officers of 
this association shall be paying mem- 
bers, and shall consist of a President, 
three Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and 
a Treasurer, and a Board of Directors 
consisting of 12 members. All shall be 
elected by ballot. The President, the 
Vice-Presidents, the Secretary and the 
Treasurer shall hold office for a term 
of one (1) year. Xo Directors shall he 
elected at the annual meeting to be 
held in the year 1021, and at succeeding 
annual meetings in the years 1022, 1023 
and 1024, four Directors shall be elect- 
ed in eaidi year for the following terms 
of office: two for 2 years, one for 3 
vears, and one for 4 years. 

Section 2. Kxecutive Committee. The 
Hoard of Directors shall choose from 
their number four persons, who, with 
the President of the association, shall 
constitute an Kxecutive Committe, of 
which the President shall be Chairman, 
which committee shall have power to 
transact anv business of the Board; 
provided, that any act done by them 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Hoard of Directors. 

Section 3. Meetings of the Hoard. 
There shall be regular meetings of the 
Board ->f Directors at stated times, as 
determined by the Board; provided, 
however, that such meetings shall be 
held at least once a month, excepting 
during the months of July and August. 
The President shall have the authority 
to call special meetings of the Hoard of 
Directors at such times as the business 
and interests of the association may re- 
quire: provided, however, that at least 
forty-eight (4S) hours' notice in writ- 
ing "shall be given each member of the 
Himrd of Directors of such special meet- 
ings. 

Section 4, Order of Business. At the 
annual meeting of the association, and 
at the meeting of the Hoard of Direc- 
tors, the order of business shall be as 
follows:

Our Shade Tree Commission has 
finally been organized and has drafted 
rits rules covering Xarberth 's shade 
trees which are being submitted to 
Council for their approval. 

The Shade Tree Commission Act 

This act provides for the planting 
and eare of shade trees on highways 
of townships of the first elass, boroughs, 
ind cities. 

Cnder the act a commission of three 
freeholders may be appointed who shall 
have exclusive and absolute custody 
and control of power to plant, set out. 
remove, maintain, protect, and care for, 
shade trees on any of the public high- 
ways of townships, boroughs and cities. 

It may make and enforce regulations 
for the 'care of shade trees. 

It has power to employ and pay pro- 
fessional and other needed help, such 
as foresters, superintendents, etc. 

The cost incident to the planting and 
removal of trees is charged against the 
abutting property owners, that of main- 
tenance and care is met by a general 
tax or appropriation.
